•Economic  conditiona  are  not  what 
they  ought  to  be  in  a  country  of 
Ci|^aa4a'»  immense  natural  retources. 
Tliere  has  yet  to  be  borne  in  on  the 
intelligence   of   our  agricultural  in- 
d^try  that  the  home  market  i«  of 
iT*ich     Kreater    importance    to  our 
farmers  than  markett  abroad.  The 
I>«ticy  of  the  preHm  Gotemmcnt  in 
electing  tariff  reducliofts  ha*  reduced 
the  purcbaaing  power  of  the  home 
lijiln  i  br  reducing  the  number  of 
those  engaged  in  Industry  and  allied 
o^upati^a.    The  percentage  of  Ca- 
'ii4dkui  farm  producta  coawMMd  in 
Cjinada  in  1918  was  fi7  per  rent.  By 
1^  it  had  fellen  to  75  per  cent,  which 
ttbde  to  .  indicate  that  the  pwrchaaing 
pMrer  has  declined.    We  have  frans- 
pMtaikion  problems  which  are  mainly 
dee  to  laeli  of  eufficieat  traffic,  ti  ie 
fdrgottes  by' those  who  plead  for  a 
wider  mcarare  of  free  Uade  that  when 
gioda  are  aiade  in  Canada  fron 
Cfnadian  natural  retourcea  the  rail- 
whya  get  the  freight  ratea  on  the  raw 
n4uriala  carried  to  the  faetoriee.  and 
al»o  get  the  f%tei  en  the  fiaiebed  pro' 
dtfcts  canried  away  from  thoae  fac- 
tories for  distribution.   As  the  Presi* 
d^nt  of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers' 
Association   pointed  out  this  week, 
when  goods  are  imported  from  the 
United  Sta^,  our  railways  get  no 
freight  on  raJv  >«naterill4  and  bnl^  the 
freight  on  finished  producta  On  the 
haul  ikMlli'  hdm  the  iatcraatioMl 

boundary. 

Caaa<la  wants  a  development  of 
more  east  and  west  traffic,  and  by 
such  development,  which  in  reality 
nicaPS  home  production  and  home 
cooaenption,  she  will  rcdreae  her  ad- 
verse balance  of  trade  with  the 
United  StaUa.  Ip  order  to  have  ihat 
traffic  her  mattttfactnrinf  indutlHea 
mUtt  have  ptrotcction,  and  it  is  the 
lack  of  ^equate  protection  which  is 
one  of  tM  factors  operating  in  caui- 
ing  decreaaed  earnings  on  the  Cana- 
dian railways.  For  thia  the  present 
Government  is  to  blame,  aanl  tince 
the  taj^paycra  arc  consequeatly  heavy 
losers,  through  the  Government- 
operated  railways,  that  a  point 
which  should  be  kept  in  mind  when 
the  Federal  election  comet.  The 
country  ia  sorely  in  need  of  a  national 
policy  of  development  1>oeBd  up  in- 
eradicahly  with  the  old  National 
Policy  of  protection,  which  waa  the 
foundation  of  Canadian  devclopnient 

l)Ut  which  is  beiiift  iimlrrmincd  by 
the  .present  Government.  In  efTect, 
it  wilt  be' this  waderwining  procets 
that  will  be  the  issue  at  the  coming 
election.  The  time  haa  come  now  for 
the  people  to  examine  the  present 
condition  of  llieir  economic  welfare 
and  determine  what  course  they  will 
pnreue  at  the  pcJIs. 

THB  SHIPPINQ  IUB8IDY 

The  evidence  given  by  Sir  Wilflam 
Teteracn  before  the  Ocean  Rates 
Coimwliiaa  of -^rUament  has  Uft 
two  impresnions.  Firstly,  Sir  Wil- 
liam, in  substantiation  of  hia  claims 
for  a  rabeidjri  saM-lW  ratee  of  the 
North  ,\tlantic  Conference  are  exces- 
aive.  but  at  the  same  time  be  in- 
timated hia  own  ships  were  ao  cheap 
to  operate  that,  if  he  \^  correct  in 
thia  aaaomption,  then  he  could  cut 
the  rates  in*  proportion  and  make 
money  without  any  subsidy  from 
Canada  to  the  tune  of  $1,350,000  per 
annam.  The  second  impresiiion  given 
was  to  the  effect  that  Sir  William  be- 
lieves he  haa  made  an  extraordmarily 
good  bargain  with  the  Federal  ilotv- 
emmeiit.  So  good  i^  it.  in<Ired,  that 
when  it  waa  suggested  to  him  that  he 
should  agree  to  ecrtain  amendnscnta 
in  the  contract  he  acquiesced  with 
alacrity;  in  fact,  with  such  prompti- 
tude tkat  his  Attitude  crcalsd  no 
little  amu!iement  among  the  aaembcrs 
of  tile  committee 

Sir  Wilthira  haa  been  engaged  in 
four  ventufys  with  cAnneetions  with 
Canada.    The  first  waa  the  i'cterson 
IJnOb  established  in  1097;  the  Kotter 
dam  and  Fort  William  Unf.  i«\  looi 
the  Franco-  Canadian    i«iiie,  e-.tab 
liahed  m  1904,  and  tho  Uranitam  Une, 
in  If07.

He  admitted  that  he  wotild  agree  to 
have  tke  aubsidy    dropped  if  there 
were  provision  made  in  the  contract 
that  the  rates  should  not  be  cbt  below 
ttie  cost  of  optf  ation.  In  effect,  what 
he  meant  was  that  he  merely  wants 
a  subaidy  limited  to  the  amount  of  his 
loss,  if  any,  with  the    present  pro- 
posed aobskly  as  a  maxlmiua  that 
might    be    donated.    No  evidence 
worth  while  haa  been  aubmitted  to 
the  rates  committee,  which  got*  to 
show  that  Canada  and  the  Canadian 
shippers  gain  by  the  taxing  of  the 
people  as  a  whole  to  reduce  steam- 
ship costs.   Whatever  is  done  in  this 
respect  it  is  still  economic  laws  that 
will  operate.   The  granting  of  a  sub- 
sidy to  a  special  friend  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's   to    absolve    that  friend 
against  loases  in  a  shipping  venttire  is 
an  excellent  thing  for    Sir  WilUam. 
Petersen.    What  the  taxpayers  lose 
he  gains.  ,If  there  is  to  be  any  gain 
for  dtnadian  shippers,  it  can,  at  the 
best,  only  apply  to    about  two  per 
cent  of  thoae  shippers.   The  subsidy 
plan,  unless  it  applies  to  ~  every  line 
using  )tbo  Canadian   route,  is   a  dis- 
criminative proposal.   If  it  did  apply 
to  all  l|nes,  and,  of  cosirse,  to  tramp 
vessels  as  well,  the  cost  to  the  coun- 
try might  conceivably  run  into  from 
$50,000,000    to    $75,000,000   per  an-' 
Aum,  a  burden  which  the  country  ia 
not  prepa*o44o  bear  oo  top  of  its 
present  iacubus  of  Sute-owned  rail- 
way lines. 

M.  CAlflLUl  FLAMlf AlOON  ■ 

It  has  been  given  to  but  few  sci- 
entists to  devote  so  much,  time  and 
study  to  astronomy  as  did  M.  Camille 
Flammarion,  who  has  just  died.  In 
the  realm  of  astronomical  research 
he  was  the  leading  Frenchman.  He 
described  himself  at  "a  humble  stu- 
dent in  the  prodigious  problem  of  /the 
Universe,"  and  he  realized  to  the' full 
that  we  know  scarcely  more  today 
than  we  did  in  the  time  when  So- 
crates propounded  his  famous  maxim, 
"Kaov^  ThyscUt"  M.  Flammarion 
was  one  of  those  who  ^came  expert 
in  manuring  the  dfatlMec  of  stars,  in 
analyzing  the  aubslance  of  the  sun, 
in  ereighing  worlds  and  in  studying 
the  evolutions  of  heavenly  bodies. 
Out  of  his  knowledge,  and  it  waa 
very  profound  in  the  spheres  in  which 
he  worked,  grew  the  belief,  wmch  he 
expressed  again  and  again,  that  with- 
out the  shadow  of  a  doubt  the  Sotvl 
survhmo4be  deeiradftioa  of  the  body. 
Mis  was  a  theory  that  it  was  not  the 
body  which  produces  life,  but  that 
it  is  Life  which- organises  the.  body. 

M.  Flammarion  passed  his  life,  or 
a  considerable  portion  ^of  it,  in  a  re- 
tired garden  consecrated  to  one  6f 
the  Nine  Muses.  He  thought  deeply 
dvring  the  intervals  when  studying 
the  Universe.  He  was  the.  phiioso^ 
pher  who  brought  to  bear  upon  his 
philosophy  an  acute  intelligence  con- 
stantly being  reinforced  hy  investiga- 
tions which  extended  over  half  a 
century.  He  appreciated,  no  one 
more,  that  there  are  forcea  yet  to  be 
discovered  in  the  Univerae  of  which 
hutnan  intelligence  has  never  dreamed. 
"Terrestial  magnetism,"  he  wrote, 
belted  the  earth  for  centuries  while 
the  Races  of  men  slept  in  blissful 
ignorance  of  such  a  force.  The  pos- 
sibilities of  wireleaa  telegraphy  were 
in  the  electric  currents  then  as  now. 
The  wavea  of  the  ocean  lapped  the 
shores  in  naoeieal  cadence  long  be- 
fore there  were  human  ears  to  listen 
to  them.  Our  mental  eyea  arc  open- 
ing to  the  light  Of  the  Creation  but 
tlowly."  Oht  of  hit  appreciation  of 
what  wa  kaoWi'and  the  myriad  of 
things  that  jre  have  yet  to  learn,  M. 
Flammarion  was  insi'tmt  in  the 
summing  op  'of  his  convictions  as  re- 
gards a  future  existence.  That  sum- 
ming up  is  dependent  on  the  belief 
that  the  Soul  exista  aa  a  real  entity, 
independent  of  the  body,  and  that  it 
is  gifted  with  faculties  as  yet  un- 
known to  science.  He  was.  there 
fore,  inherently  religious  with  a  reli- 
gion which  the  deepest  scientific  in- 
vestigation could  not  !>hakc,  bat,  on 
the  contrary,  confirmed.

The  declaration  sounds  "big  andl^im- 
poaing,  but  really  it  ia  not  of  very 
great  Imyoilaoce.  The  probability  it 
that  the'  Uniied  States  Government 
will  tesue  a  statement  contradicting 
the  statement  of  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment The  Republic  it  quite  imposing 
from  a  territorial  point  of  view,  but  it 
likes  to  extend  its  i>ossessions  Its 
people  arc  proud  of  the  splendid  pro- 
portions of  their  country  and  of  every- 

thing  within  their  country  the  Kreat 
lakes,  the  towering  mountains,  the 
broad  and  long  rivers  and  the  high 
buildings.

eternal  ice  and  snow.  The  motto  of 
the  Unifed  States  appears  to  be  that 
wherever  the  flag  flies,  even  for  a  brief 
period,  that  is  American  territory.

However,  it  is  not  likely  that  there 
will  be  serious  trouble  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada  over  this 
interesting,  but,  as  we  have  said,  im- 
important  question.   We  do  not  under- 
stand why  there  ahould  be  any  strife 
over  it.    The  unknown  land  may  be 
rich  in  natural  resources,  such  as  fisl;i 
and  fur,  but  whatever  latent  industries 
there  may  be  iq»  tltare  hre  aa  yet  un- 
developed.   Canadians  do  not  seem  to 
be  deeply  concerned  about  the  present 
or  the  future  of  the  natural  resources 
of  the  part  of  their  country  that  it 
developed.    Even  if  our  claim  to  the 
unexplored  North  shotrid  be  suslained, 
it  is  not  likely  that  if  American  citieens 
went  in  there  and  cirried  off  every- 
thing that  is  "portable"  there  would 
be  much  of  a  fuss  kicked  up  about  it. 
Why  should  the  fish  and  fur  of  the 
North  not  be  permitted  to  follow  the 
rich  and  valuable  natural  prodatelk  of 
the  South,  which  are  flowing  in  a  con- 
tinuous and  swelling  stream  across  the 
border  and  famisMng  necessary  em< 
plo3rment  to  the  younf^  CariadisnS  who 
are  following,  the  current  bceaosa  they 
cannot  find  employment  at  heme?

But  of  course  the  fact  may  be  that 
the  farseeing  and  knterpriaing  business 
men  of  the  United  States  fear  there 
may  some  day  be  a  change  of  Gov- 
enmicnt  in  Canada;  that  a  Government 
may  attain  power  in  Canada  which  is 
not  too  iearful  of  retaliation,  a  Gov- 
emmaat  fdbieli  may  be  resolate  enough 
to  take  measures  for  the  conservation 
and  protection  of  the  cpiAry's  natural 
resowxes.  Perhape  that  ie  the  reason 
why  the  Government  of  the  United 
Sutcs  is  preparing  to  sprinkle  Ameri- 
can flaga  over  the  northern  regions  of 
this  Continent  and  to  contest  Canada's 
claim  to  poaaeasion  of  those  regions. 
Consequently,  while  the  situation  is  in- 
teresting, it  is  not  likely  to  become 
critical — at  least  not  for  a  long  time — 
and  when  that  long  time  has  elapsed 
we  can-always  call  upon  the  all-power- 
ful League  of  Nations  to  St|p  |b  and 
compote  our  differences. 

One  of  the  eminent  htcrary  men  of 
Russia  says  hia  countrymen  are  an 
imagiaativa,  a  temperamental,  an  emo> 
tional,  a  superstitious  and  an  imprac- 
tical race.

It 
has  practically  remained  in  public 
aatimatlon  the  standard  treatise  on 
that  aclence.  Dr.  Umlth  waa  born  on 
June  6,  I72S,  In  Kirkcaldy,  rtfashlre, 
and  reoelved  hie  educaUen  at  Qlaa- 
gow  and  OaftiM  UaNereltlae.  In 
later  yeam  he  waa  Profaaaor  of  Logle 
and  Mart  I  Fhlloaophy,  aoeceaaively.  at 
Olaagow,  whe|-a  he  published  his  first 
Important  work,  "Theory  of  Moral 
SentimentH."'  His  philosophical  views 
appear  to  have  been  much  Influenced 
by  those  of  David  Hume,  who  was  hi.t 
intlniato  friend.  Realgnlng  his  post 
at  uiasKow.  Dr.  Smith  aocepted  the 
guardiaaaiup  of  the  young  XHike  of 
'Bueeieneh  fd^  a  to«r  of  Burope,  and 
hia  vlewe  on  polltleal  eeenomy  aeem 
to  liave  been  largely  farmed  through 
contact  with  French  thinkera  while 
on  that  tour.
